To an officer of the signal service 


bureau has been eapecially assigned the 
duty of investigating the tornadoes of 
the Western States. It cannot, ot' 
course, be expected that any means can 
be discovered to control such storms, 
but greater familiarity with their cause, 
origin|aed general phenomena cannot but 
prova'valpable by affording people some 
indication of warning from the condition 
of the atmosphere, the appearance of 
the «ky, and of the localities most likely 
to he affected. 
As regards the matter, 


it has been discovered that tornadoes 
avoid the bill tops, and are more likely 
to strike in valleys than in open plains. 
There are also certain tracks which each 
storm usually pursues. But observation 
so far leaves the impression that cyclonic 
storms ate as freaky as electric storms. 
One never knows where or when they 
will strike. The regular cyclone will 
ricochet over the earth's surface like a 
,ball. at one time dropping to the ground 
and destroying everything in its path; 
then bounding up in the air, to descend 
again in a few minut.es. 
Art and inven- 


tion can do nothing to control such 
storms, but it is quite possible for peo- 
ple to be forewarned in time to take 
refuge from them. 
This is the work of 


the inventor and scientist, and doubt- 
less the investigations of the signal ser- 
vice bureau wilf lead to some practical 
improvements in that direction. 


One device that is needed is a storm 


signal that will be all that the term im- 
plies. The barometer is useful and re- 
liable, but the people cannot spend all 
their time watching its pcrtubcrations. 
And until the Greenbackcrs come into 
power and make money 'plenty andjchcap,' 
very few people can afford to hire a 
small boy to watch the barometer, be- 
sides the s. b. would be bound to strike 
for higher wages when he found his 
services were coming into general dc-. 
mand as a barometrical observer and 
pyclonc alarmist. Evidently the scientist 
must furnish the inhabitants of tornado 
regions with some bc'tter device. 
The 


Uawkfi/e 
has ventured heretofore to 


suggest a very simple, cheap and reliable 
apparatus for the purpose. An ordinary 
barometer with a battery and bell at- 
tached, whose circuit would open and 
close with the rise and fall of the mer- 
cury would be an infallible sentry, 
always on duty, never tired and never 
asleep. 
No matter how suddenly the 


tornado might approach, the fall of the 
mercury would set the noisy bell free to 
ring out its danger signals, and continue 
them until the storm had passed and the 
mercury risen again. At the dead hour 
of midnight, when all are hushed in 
slumber, little dreaming of the impend- 
ing calamity that will soon level the 
Louse, the forest and fences, and carry 
death and destruction along its path- 
way, the IlaiLlcye electro-barometrical 
signal would ring out shrilly its dangci 
signal and awaken all the inmates in 
time to flee to a place of safety. 
As 


there is no patent on our invention wj 
wonder that some one does not manu- 
facture it and put it on the market. 
Where are Edison, and Bliss, and Gilli- 
land, and Gray, and Prescott, and 
Phelps, and Williams, and many other 
ingenious electricians and inventors? 
Why do they not come West to grow up 
with our tornadoes and "Ell a long felt 
want," by manufacturing and introduc- 
ing to a tornado afflicted country tlie

Moral- 
ly the man who made this cowardly at- 
tempt upon the life of the president 
was as guilty as Wilkcs Booth. But 
the diabolical scheme did not suoeeed. 
Either the clothes had become disin- 
fseted by the sea voyage, or they were 
net used.

One has settled Home foity miles south- 
west of Topi-Li, upon lour sections of 
State University l.nids, which will make 
forty-acre homesteads for sixty-four 
families. 
The land is excellent, but 


hats no timber. 
They have made a be- 


ginuing in its cultivation, but will need 
aid before winter sets in. The land will 
cost them $2.65 an acre, of which the 
first payment must be made this fall, 
but the remainder may run for nineteen 
years to the final payment, bearing 7 
per cent, interest. The second colony 
has located upon Indian Reservation 
lands, which are open to settlement.— 
There are 300 in this colony, and many 
of the men will find employment on 
farms in the neighborhood, but it will 
be a good while before they can gather 
a crop of their own planting. Mr. 
Brown says that' many of the refugees 
are sending back word to their friends 
in the South not to come to Kansas till 
they have means to support themselves 
at least one year. 
All the testimony 


shows that the cause ol' the exodus was 
"a condition of increasing poverty, dis- 
trust, and constant fear, with no hope 
f its becoming better for themselves 
r their children ; but, instead, the con- 
iction was forced upon them that abso- 
ute slavery was to he the fate of those 
who do not get away."
